The mission pro- 
vides stout canvas bags, holding a 
bushel, which are properly tagged and 
left at private houses with a card of 
explanation, Into them may go al- 
most any article of household use— 
clothing, hats, shoes, ties, ribbons, 
collars and cuffs, toys, pictures, mot- 
toes, books, curtains, cushions, rugs.
